Ohio Edison Co. and its subsidiary, 
Pennsylvania Power Co., for 
1948 
were 846,343,014, a gain of approx­ 
imately 8 per cent over 1947, Pres­ 
ident Walter H. Sammis said in hi* 
annual report to stockholders to­ 
day, 
While gross revenue* set a new 
high 
figure, 
operating 
expenses 
climbed 15.3 per cent, or nearly dou­ 
ble the percentage advance In rev­ 
enues. Operating expenses amount­ 
ed to 823.7CR948 compared to $20,- 
550,572 in 1947. 
The increase was due to increased 
cost of coal and wages, a heavy pro­ 
gram of property maintenance, and 
to continued inflationary prices for 
materials and supplies of all kinds. 
Net Income Shown 
Consolidated net Income was $6,- 
404,534, an increase of $102,468, or 
1.8 per cent. 
Earnings applicable 
to the 2,283,990 shares of common 
stock outstanding at the end of the 
year were $2,80 per share, compared 
with $3.15 for 1947 on the 2.000.000 
shares then outstanding. 
In Sep­ 
tember and October, 1948. 283.990 
additional shares were sold. 
Taxes totaled $8,466,084, or 
18.3 
cents of every dollar of gross rev­ 
enue. 
A tabulation showed that 50 new 
industries, with estimated employ­ 
ment of 2,473 workers, were estab­ 
lished in the territory during 1948 
Residential and farm 
customers 
increased thetr use of 10 per cent 
over 1947; the same was true for 
commercial light and power users, 
while industrial sales went up 6 per 
cent. The average price for house­ 
hold electric service amounted to 
2.6 cents a kilowatt hour for the 
'•ear, or about 14 per cant less than 
the average for the country as a 
whole. 
Over 6,000 farm and rural cus­ 
tomers were connected for service 
In 1948. 
The Edison »vstem now 
supplies electricity to 28,700 farms, 
or 97 per cent of the farms In the 
area.

100 wagon unload­ 
ers, 39 hay driers and 500 miscellan­ 
eous farm motors. 
Additions and improvements to 
the properly of the companies to 
meet the increasing requirement* of 
present customers, to provide ade­ 
quate reserv es and allow for future 
growth totaled $21,189,417. 
The largest construction project 
under way was the addition of two 
60,000 kilowatt steam-electric gen­ 
erating units to the Toronto plant 
on the Ohio river, one erf which is 
expected to be completed in the 


summer of 1049, and the other in 
early 1050. 
A new 44,000-kilowatt steam elec­ 
tric addition to the Oorge plant In 
Akron went Into operation at the 
end of 1948, while a third 23.000- 
kllowatt unit'at the Mad river plant 
in Springfield, originally scheduled 
for completion In 1948, did not go 
into service until February, 1949.
